Sides ſlain, lying cover'd and beſmear'd with Blood, 

ſome with their Swords graſp'd faſt in-their Hands 
threatning ; and others, with hideous Noiſe breath- 
ing forth their laſt Gaſps: And in the Camp he 
bekeld ſome flying, others purſuing ; ſome ſtand- 
ing faſt in cruel Conflict, others with fierce Terror 
ſlaying thoſe that were next them, ſome with. bi- 
deous Noite animating their fellow Soldiers, and 


others with Fear, crying, Retire, retire. At laſt he 


Leheld a brave General, with his Sword drawn all 
cover'd with Blood, hurled up and down., amongſt

mies, that it was impoſſible for him to eſcape; 
which Sight ſtirred up in Montelion ſuch Marks of 


Courage and Deſire to ſuecour him, that he timely 


And firſt he piered his Launce 
through the Bodies of two that were oppoſite be- 
fore him, and his Horſe with unſtay'd Courſe over- 
threw-others, treading them under his Feet; then 
drawing his Sword, whoſe Sight dazel'd the Be- 
holders Eyes, till he. darkened the ſame with their 
Blood, deſtroying ſuch as withſtood his Paſſage, 


till he approached the Perſtan Knight, who with 


out his Aſſiſtance, had there ended his Lite, but 
finding himſelf at more Liberty by the friendly 
Aſſiſtance of this new come Gallant, redoubled his 
abated Courage, and joyning themſelves both to- 
gether, they perform'd ſuch Deeds of Chivalry, as 
by their Valour, the thronged Multitude of the 


Armenians was diſperſed, every one haſting to-get-

This Knight which Montelion had reſcued was 
Perficles, who ſeeing how valiantly he had preſer- 
ved his Life, ſaid, Noble Knight, thy Valour hath 
preſery*d me, for which L will not be ungrateful ;

Now the Perſians began: te ather Courage; 
and aſſault their Enemies 155 fiercely: than he- 
fore.

At the Con- 
cluſion of which Words, 7hetus enter'd' the Room, 
and with his Sword drawn, ran at him, who by 


od Fortune ſeeing him, ſtarted afide, otherwiſe

at every Blow wounded him. Philotheta hearin 
the Noiſe, came in, and ſecing Montelion wound- 
ed, with Fear, Grief and Amazement, cryed out 
aloud, Help, help, the King's Son will be mur- 
der'd. The Eccho of her ſhrill Voice ſounded 
throughout the whole Pavilion, and both the Ser- 
vants and other Knights came running thither ;
